Wetherell Answers Criticism of Board’s Operations

In it he answers 
comments made by a read- 
er's letter criticizing the 
Board of Education's finan- 
cial operations. In view of 
the upcoming March 4 spe- 
cial election on the School 


Board's request for a 10 mill 
levy we submit his answer 
to our readers.) 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The letter In last week's 
Public Letter Box signed. 
" Practical Voter” was so full 
of misinformation, questionable 
inferences and downright un- 
truths that I feel Inclined to 
not only answer It but to also 
sign my name to 1L 


Ever since I Have lived In 
Belleville the Board of Educa- 
tion has had continuing requests 
from the citizens for an audi- 
torium for this community. This 
idea Is no brain child of the 
administration or the Board of 
Education, but is the result of 
popular demand by the people 
of the community. 

In 1965 when we went to the 
people with a bond Issue, we 
spelled out specifically Just how 
we proposed to use the money: 


an auditorium, Junior High 
School, elementary school and 
administration offices and 
vocational facilities in the High 
School. 

♦ • * 

THE PROPOSED BOND issue 
was approved by the voters and 
now constitutes a mandate of 
the people to build the struc- 
tures listed. The Board of Edu- 
cation Intends to keep kith 
with the electorate and do ex- 
actly as they have promised. 


The present Junior High 
School was built from proceeds 
of ahother bond Issue and none 
of the $4,500,000 from the 1965 
Issue was allocated for the 
present Belleville Junior High 
School. 

However, a brand new Junior 
High School to be located at 
the corner of Beck and Mc- 
Bride has been In the planning 
stage for about a year and should 
be ready for bid sometime In 
March. 


"Practical Voter” wonders 
about the need for an auditorium 
and an administrative office 
building and how they will con- 
tribute to education. An ad- 
ministrative office building is 
obviously not a high priority 
Item and will not be built at 
the expense of classrooms. 
However, as our school system 
grows, the need for central 
administrative offices will be 
felt more and more and at the 
present time such a building will 


free vast areas of Instructional 
space In our high school and 
elementarles that are now con- 
signed to office use. 

The Board of Education is 
convinced that It will be more 
economical to build such a 
building now while the audi- 
torium Is being built and avoid 
tearing up the High School site 
again at a later date. 

An auditorium will be of tre- 
mendous benefit to our children 
and community from both an 


educational and cultural stand- 
point. Our musical organiza- 
tions, band, chorus and orches- 
tra In high school, Junior high 
and elementary will make un- 
limited use of such a facility. 
Not to mention speech, debate, 
forensics, dramatics, all types 
of educational and cultural 
meetings and programs by both 
students and the adult com- 
munity, It will add lmmeasur-

Buren Township super- 
visor, when queried on 
the possible purchase 
of Belleville Lake by 
the Township, admitted 
that Detroit Edison 
Company officials have 
expressed a willingness 
to begin negotiations 
with the Township on the 
T ownship' s acquisition 
of the lake along the 
French Landing and 
Belleville Pointe prop- 
erties, all owned by the 
utility firm. 

The study now underway is 
to determine the feasibility of 
the Township taking over the 
lake and land parcels. No offi- 
cial decision has been reached 
by the Township Board. Final 
decision rests with the voters 


BELLEVILLE LAKE Is 1,270 
acres In size and Is formed by 
the damming of the Huron River 
by the Detroit Edison Company. 

Adjacent uplands are highly 
developed to residential use 
and most of these owners have 
access to the water through 
the sufferance of the Detroit 
Edison Company. There are at 
present three commercial ma- 
rinas and boat liveries in Belle- 
ville serving those who boat on 
the lake. 

It has been reported that the 
purchase price Is In the neigh- 
borhood of $800,000 for both 
Belleville Lake and land par- 
cels. 

The study will also determine 
what the cost to Township resi- 
dents would be In the event the 
Township agrees to purchase 
the lake and properties.

BELLEVILLE — The Wayne 
County Department of Health's 
topical fluoride program will 
start In the Van Buren School 
District sometime in early 
March, Miss Marge Llngen- 
felter, School Nurse, an- 
nounced. 

At the time appointed, for 
each school, envelopes will be 
distributed to all eligible chil- 
dren In Kindergarten, second, 
fifth and eighth grades, she re- 
ported. 

The topical fluoride program 
Is self supporting and In order 
to meet expenses, there must 
be at least 75 children par- 
ticipating In each school. 

Four appointments are nec- 
essary and the total cost for 
each child in $4.00. This Is 
Inexpensive, considering the 
teeth are flouoridated with the 
most effective weapon there Is 
against tooth decay. 

* * * 

THIS YEAR any eligible chil- 
dren registered with PRESCAD 
will receive the treatments free 
of charge. All PRESCAD Identi- 
fication cards must be pre- 
sented during the first treat- 
ment. 

Since there Is no fluoride 
in the Van Buren area water, 
the Wayne County Department 
of Health recommends that the 
children receive this treat- 
ment to help l educe decay. 

In a special note to parents 


of eighth grade students, the 
school nurse stated that the 
eighth grader has 28 permanent 
teeth and he Is especially In 
need of the protection against 
dental decay which fluoride pro- 
vides. 

Studies show that over 95 
percent of the high school stu- 
dents in Michigan (without fluo- 
ridated water supplies) have 
dental carles. There li* . sharp 
Increase In tooth decay begin- 
ning with 1 1 year olds and con- 
tinuing through adolescence. 

Parents should make an effort 
to Include children In this age 
group In the topical fluoride 
program. 


NEW BOSTON — The Huron 
Athletic Booster Club presented 
a check for $3,000 Monday (Feb. 
19) to the Huron Senior and 
Junior High Athletic Programs. 

The Huron Board of Education 
was forced to curtail much of 
their curriculum this school 
year due to lack of funds and 
the athletic program was cut. 

The students subsequently 
requested permission to main- 
tain and financially support their 
own teams and have worked 
extremely hard to raise the 
necessary money. 

The Huron Booster Club, re- 
alizing the additional burden this 


has placed on the student body 
and the problems of raising 
this money, has elected to sub- 
sidize the program for this 
year. 

Chris Maciolek, Jr., presi- 
dent of the "Boosters,” felt 
that the check the club pre- 
sented will cover the costs of 
spring sports, baseball and 
track, and provide financial as- 
sistance for the football team 
next fall In addition to paying 
any outstanding debts.

Mr. Douglas Selby, Voca- 
tional Education Consultant for 
the Wayne County Intermediate 
School District, is at present 
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working on a plan for area 
vocational schools which will 
undoubtedly become a reality 
in the very near future. Mr. 

Selby says that most school 
districts cannot afford the du- 
plication of these expensive 
facilities for a relatively small 
number of students In the rap- 
idly changing areas of elec- 
tronics, plastics, synthetic 
fibers, graphics, electronic 
computers, etc. These Indus- 
tries are changing so fast that 
costly equipment can become 
obsolete In a matter of months 
and the average high school 
would not have enough students 
In any one area to enable it 
to provide a meaningful and 
comprehensive program,

At least half of the children now 
enrolled in our elementary 
schools will be eventually work- 
ing at jobs that are not even 
in existence today. 

Your Board of Education is 
keeping abreast of these 
changes and is making plans 
far Into the future with the 



Vocational Typing. 

In addition, we have all of the 
equipment for a Vocational 
Welding and a Vocational Auto 
Body course as soon as rooms 
can be made available. It is 
questionable in view of the pos- 
sibility- of an Area Vocational 
School as to whether or not we 
should consider additional cost- 
ly expansion of our program at 
this time. 

The idea of an Area Vocation- 
al School would provide such a 
facility located In the center 
of approximately four school 
districts, such as Van Buren, 
Huron, Romulus and Taylor. 
This school would be able to 
offer courses covering the 
whole spectrum of vocational 
education. It would provide 
highly trained specialists to 
teach our boys and girls. 

The very latest in exotic new 
equipment would be available 
and our children would receive 
the finest and most advanced 
training possible to provide.

His inquiry to the firm as 
to the possibility of the Town- 
ship buying the lake and land 
for recreational facilities re- 
ceived “a willingness” on the 
part of Walker L. Clsler, chair- 
man of the Board of Directors 
of the Detroit Edison, and E. O. 
George, president, to begin ne- 
gotiations as soon as possible.

Belleville Lake Clean-up is Aim 


Of Local Conservation Group 


BELLEVILLE — A factual 
discussion on the cleanup and 
restocking of Belleville Lake 
with game fish was a featured 
highlight at the regular meeting 
of the Huron Valley Conserva- 
tion Association held Monday, 
Feb. 12, at Rogalle’s Banquet 
room. 

Steve Swan, state fisheries 
biologist; Bill Bowen, local fish- 
eries biologist; and Bill Leut- 
scher, area's Conservation Of- 
ficer from Michigan Department 
of Conservation, conducted a 
question and answer period for 
the attendance. Albert Garner, 
Detroit Edison Representative 
in charge of regulating the 
Belleville Lake Dam was also 
present, 

SWAN SUGGESTED the fol- 
lowing six-point program to be 
followed in the event the com- 
munity is interested inpursuing 
this program: 


• In order to qualify for state 
assistance, there must be a 
guaranteed public access to the 
lake. 

• There must be 50 percent 
approval of the land owners of 
the lake. 

• The total cost of chemical- 
ly treating the lake for rough 
fish removal would be approxi- 
mately $12,000, of which the 
str‘.e would provide 75 percent 
assistance. 

• The removal of fish would 
be the responsibility of the area. 
Commercial processors are 
usually interested in this pro- 
gram. 

• Coordinate the effort and 
timing with the Detroit Edison 
Company to effect the lowering 
of the lake during a period when 
the Inflow will be at its lowest 
level in order to allow for the 
neutralization of the chemical 
before release over the dam. 


• The initial and subsequent 
restocking of Belleville Lake 
with game fish, which would 
cover a three year period, would 
cost approximately $75,000 and 
would be done by the state. 

It appears the community has 
three selectives: 1) Retain the 
lake in its present state. 2) Un- 
derwrite the cost of such a 
project locally. 3) Pursue the 
program outlined above. 

Swan also stated for the com- 
plete success of such a program 
the Ford Lake area should also 
be treated. This would depend 
upon the effort of the Ypsllantl 
Community and the cooperation 
of the Ford Motor Company. 
• • •

IN HURON TOWNSHIP 

Ungraded Reading Program 
Being Tested at Riverside 


NEW BOSTON — Reading is 
one, If not the most important, 
subjects taught in the elemen- 
tary grades. How children learn 
to read best has been studied 
and studied, and many methods 
have been devised to teach the 
subject. 

The ungraded reading pro- 
gram now being tested at River- 
side Elementary School in 
Huron Township. School of- 
ficials believe it has some real 
strong attributes and both the 
students and teachers have 
seemed to respond to it whole- 
heartedly. 

The purpose of the ungraded 
reading program is to provide 
a flexible plan and make It 
possible to at it to the child’s 
growth and development, rather 
than forcing a child into a fixed 
program they said. 

This is done by doing away 
with grade lines in reading and 
replacing It with a series of 
reading levels. Thus, a child 
passes from one level to the 
next, but not until he has 
mastered the level he is on. 
This, in the case of some young- 
sters, will require more time at 
each level, than Is required by 
other children.

can achieve satisfactorily. It 
also allows us to extend the pro- 
gram for the slow learner over 
a longer period and yet. It pro- 
vides a greater challenge for the 
superior reader. 

The Riverside Reading Pro- 
gram Is divided Into two major 
divisions. 

Children in Grades one 
through three are grouped In the 
primary section, and the boys 
and girls In Grades four through 
six work in the Intermediate 
section. In this way, there Is no 
child working more than two 
grade levels above or below his 
age group. This keeps the soc- 
ial adjustment to a minimum. 

Presently both sections have 
the children grouped Into eight 
reading levels. In setting up 
this type of program, it is 
possible to reduce the spread 
of abilities that each teacher 
has to handle. This will premlt 
her to give an increased amount 
of Individual attention to the stu- 
dents she has. 

The students’ attitudes have 
improved as well, as It Is not 
impossible to move up two or 
even three levels a year, and 
they receive a lot of satisfac- 
tion In moving to a higher group 
more often than once a year, 
school authorities stated.

To many of the people and 
probably to most, it hasn't been 
known that the merchants in 
downtown shopping area have 
been providing free parking in 
the adjacent parking lots by pay- 
ing to the City of Belleville a 
monthly bllL 

The parking meters ln these 
lots have been removed because 
the average return from these 
meters have been paid by some 
of the merchants. 1 made such 
reservations due to the mer- 
chants that has been receiving 
benefit of the policy but do not 
contribute his equal share. 

Originally the arrangement 
was made with the city to con- 
tinue this payment until the cost 
of the meters had been met. 
This objective has now been 
accomplished but the city of- 
ficials now threaten to put park- 
ing gates on these lots unless 
the merchants continue to pay 
the monthly billing. 

According to the city officials, 
it is necessary to continue to 
charge the merchants as there is 
a matter of continuing main- 
tenance cost. Well — if there 
is a cost involved, and there 
probably is, why haven't Main 
Street and other parking meters 
been maintained in operation so 
that a revenue could be derived 
to off-set the cost of maintain- 
ing or purchasing additional 
public parking? 

I am sure that the merchants 


involved ln this situation will 
continue to do what they can to 
provide the free parking for 
their customers, but it seems 
that there could be much more 
co-operation on the part of the 
mayor and city council, and per- 
haps even a little help from 
merchants in that area who in 
the past have derived benefits 
but have not paid their fair 
share. 

I wonder how many people 
have appreciated the con- 
venience of the free parking, and 
if they have, how many would 
be willing to communicate with 
the mayor and council to get a 
reasonable and exacting answer 
to the question mentioned above. 

Perhaps a request by the 
shopping public for a published 
explanation would help the mer- 
chants who have been carrying 
this expense and also continue 
the free parking facilities that 
have been, and at present still 
are, available to the shoppers.

rent is high at the present time, 
it is getting to the point, that 
is is cheaper to rent, than to 
own property. It is getting to 
be a hardship on retired people, 
and other people on fixed in- 
come. So, 1 think it would not 
be a "crime" for the school 
board to try to live within their 
income for the time being. 

Then too, another Idea, I 
figure, if the school property 
were used for twelve months of 
the year, instead of the present 
nine months, (which probably 
were started in the first place 
by farmers, who had to have 
their children home for the other 
three months, to help with the 
farm work,) which at the present 
time is obsolete and outmoded, 
there would not be the need 
for additional schools, as the 
present facilities would be used 
to the fullest extent, and this 
would Increase the present 
school's capacities, by one 
third. How about suggesting that 
a referendum be held on this 
proposal? 

Then too, we of the Van Buren 
school district are very fortun- 
ate, that we have on our tax 
rolls, (for school purposes,) 
the General Motors property. 
It Is a very remote possibility, 
but could be sometime probabil- 
ity, that Ypsilantl Township 
sometime ln the future could 
demand that this property of 
General Motors, be placed on 
Ypsilantl Township school tax 
rolls? 

This would certainly put Van 
Buren Township ln a tragic 
position, we therefore would 
not be one of the lowest "school 
tax rate areas," but probably 
one of the highest. I end by 
saying, there Is no time, like 
the present time, for the school 
board, to try to live within their 
income.

(Editor’s Note: Several millions of Michigan 
taxpayers will file their annual Federal Income 
tax returns April. Because of the technical com- 
plexities of our self-assessment tax system, The 
Enterprise-Roman will publish a series of articles 
prepared by Internal Revenue Service to assist 
taxpayers. The fourth of the series appears below.) 

PERSONAL EXEMPTION 

You as a taxpayer are allowed a personal exemption 
of $600. In addition, if you are 65 or over by the end 
of the year, you are entitled to another $600 exemption. 
An additional exemption of $600 for blindness is also 
allowed. It would be possible for the taxpayer to have 
personal exemptions totalling $1,800. 

If you file a Joint return, your wife could also claim 
any of the above exemptions to which she Ls entitled. 

If you file a separate return, you may claim the 
exemptions) for your wife only if she has no gross 
income and was not the dependent of another taxpayer. 
If your wife has gross income, you may claim her 
exemption(s) only if she files a Joint return with you. 
* * * 

A HUSBAND or wife cannot be claimed as a ‘'De- 
pendent." So, there is a difference between personal 
exemptions and dependency exemptions. 

You are always entitled to the full exemptions even 
if your spouse died before the end of the year, as long 
as the conditions qualifying the exemption existed at 
date of death. 

Your instruction book will tell you whether or not 
you qualify for these exemptions. 

DEPENDENT CHILDREN 

The greatest number of exemptions for dependents 
on tax returns are for the children of taxpayers. Ques- 
tions are often asked concerning those children who 
have Income of their own. 

Even though your child had earnings of $600 or more, 
if he was under the age of 19 as of the end of 1967 or ls 
a student, the exemption may still be allowable. You 
must have contributed over 50% of the support of the 
child in order to claim the exemption. 

The child would also be entitled to claim his own 
$600 personal exemption when he filed his own return. 
This is the only instance ln which an exemption ls 
allowed on two separate returns for one Individual. 

If your child has income during the year and used 
it for his support, you must consider that income ln 
determining whether or not over 50% of the support 
was contributed by you. 

If the child saved his Income or Invested it ln a 
capital asset, those amounts are not considered as being 
used for support. "Over 50% of the support", refers 
to the COST of support and not the period of TIME support 
was furnished. 

* ♦ * 

ANOTHER THING to remember is, tf you have a 
child who had earnings of $600 or more during 1967, 
he must file his own tax return. 

An exemption of $600 ls allowed for a child born 
alive during the year If the dependency tests are met. 
This also applies to a dependent who dies during the 
year.

The Huron Valley Garden Club 
held its February meeting at 
the home of Mrs. Earl Boste- 
der. There were 14 members 
present. 

Mrs. John Gras, Conservation 
Chairman, spoke to the group 
about trees. Some “see” a 
poem when they look at a tree, 
others, shade. There are those 
who mutilate trees thinking that 
“they are here to stay”. Most 
of us do not reaUze the Import- 
ant role trees play In our Uves. 
We are dependent on our trees 
for oxygen! Homes, warmth, 
sugar, paper, food, transpor- 
tation, conservaUon: this is just 
the beginning of very long list 
of benefits derived from trees. 
(This was/1 s a good subject for 
“thinking-people”. ) 

The Horticulture Chairman, 
Mrs. Earl Smith, gave some 
very timely information per- 
taining to gardens. Plants that 
have u heaved” In the garden, 
and that cannot be pushed back 
in the ground due to frost, 
should be covered with straw, 
or similar material to protect 
them. The garden needs to 
be checked for plants that are 
under water due to the rapid 
thaw we experienced. 

During the Question- Answer 
period, Mrs. Smith was joined 
by Mrs. Stephen Kuchta in giving 
answers. Helpful suggestions 
were: (1) Right now is the most 
critical time for the garden: 
snow has acted as an insula- 
tion, with it being mostly gone, 
plants are exposed to conditions 
that can kill them. Roses, In 
particular, that have not been 
protected should have that at- 
tention. (2) Unsuccessful plant- 
ing with plants contained in peat- 
pots is sometimes due to the 
plant and pot not being wet 
enough, and/or not being com- 
pletely covered. (3) Tuberous 
begonias can be helped in the 
attack of slugs by placing a 
board, at night, next to the 
plant; in the morning the under- 
side will be covered with the 
begonias unwelcome intruder, 
and , thus, can be eliminated. 


Also, noted: that lack of blue- 
birds in the garden can be 
traced to lack of rotted trees. 
(Hm! Is it possible that a 
gardener can be too clean!) 

Mrs. Stephen Kuchta gave 
a very interesting talk on 
gourds, a specialty of their 
garden. The group was amazed 
to learn that moldy gourds are 
not to be discarded, that this 
is part of the maturing. They 
are to be handled “like eggs”, 
and washed in a clorox-soap 
solution. Mrs. Kuchta displayed 
some interesting gourds, some 
looked like penguins, fish, and 
some were beautiful vases. The 
speaker-of-the-day proved to be 
a “walking encyclopedia”!

AN ORDINANCE to Authorize Enforcement by the Township of Sumpter of the Michigan 
Liquor Control Act. 

IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED by the Township Board of *he Township of Sumpter, Wayne 
County, Michigan: 

Section 1. TITLE. 

This Ordinance shall be known as the Township of Sumpter Liquor Control Enforce- 
ment Ordinance. 

Section 2. PURP06E. 

The purpose of this Ordinance Is to secure the public peace, health, and safety of the 
residents of the Township of Sumpter by proper enforcement of the Michigan Liquor 
Control Act. 

Section 3. ENFORCEMENT OF THE MICHIGAN LIQUOR CONTROL ACT (PUBLIC 
ACT 8 of 1933, AS AMENDED). 

To secure the enforcement of the Michigan Liquor Control Act a liquor control en- 
forcement department is hereby established with full power, and authority, to see that 
the provisions of the said Act, and the rules and regulations of the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission, are enforced within the said Township. Such department shall 
consist of such personnel as the Township Board may appoint, or the duties Imposed under 
this Ordinance may be delegated, by resolution of the Township Board, to the Township 
Police Department. 

Section 4. INSPECTION. 

The said liquor control enforcement department shall make Inspections at reasonable 
intervals of all establishments within the township licensed under the Michigan Liquor 
Control Act for the purpose of securing compliance with the said act and the rules and 
regulations of the Michigan Liquor Control Commission. Persons authorized to make 
Inspection under this Ordinance shall be furnished Identification as township liquor 
control Inspectors, provided, however, that if the duties of enforcement are delegated to 
the Township police department any uniformed member of the said department shall 
require no further Identification other than as a police officer. 

Section 5. APPROPRIATION. 

For the specific purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Ordinance the Township 
Board Is authorized and directed to appropriate a sum of money not less than 85% of the 
amount of the retailers license fees paid to the State of Michigan from within the Town- 
ship of Sumpter, annually. 

Section 6. PENALTIES. 

Any person or licensee who shall violate any of the provisions of the Michigan Liquor 
Control Act or the rules and regulations promulgated thereunder shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by Imprisonment In the county Jail for not more than 90 days or by 
a fine of not more than $100.00, or both, In the discretion of the court. Each day that a 
violation exists shall constitute a separate offense. 

Section 7. EFFECTIVE DATE. 

This Ordinance Is hereby declared to have been adopted by the Township Board of the 
Township of Sumpter, Wayne County, Michigan, at a regular meeting thereof held on the 
13th day of February, 1968, and ordered to be given publication In the manner prescribed 
by law, and shall take effect upon the expiration of thirty (30) days from the date of pub- 
lication.

Cage Coaches Have Their Day 

Now let's turn this column over to some of the area high 
school basketball coaches and listen to what they have to say 
about officials, the game, and the rules, after all, they're 
the ones who have to take what the refs dish out week after 

week. 

“They took a pan of basketball away when they enforced 
the 4 *no dunk" rule," says Chris Babler, of Garden City West 
High. 44 We needed it as an impetus for players to get up into 
the air. 

To dunk or not to dunk is important but more vital Is the 
importance of letting the coaches decide on vital rule changes - 
not by a rules' committee but by direct vote, added the West 
coach. 

And most coaches agree that there Isn't any uniformity 
in officiating nowadays. 

“When a prep cage team goes out to play," says Billy Joe 
Young, of Garden City East, “It has no idea of what it can or 
can not do in getting rebound position, screening or blocking 
because one oflicial will let you get away with a lot while 
another will call the slightest infraction. 

“Both can't be right," said the East coach. “1 am forced, 
therefore, to tell my kids to adjust to the officiating and play 
over It." 

Larry Hulce, Belleville's head coach, offers this solution 
to iron out the inconsistencies. 

14 Why not a pre-cage season workshop for the refs?" he 
asks. “A workshop which is mandatory for anyone who wants 
to ref that season. This would," he said “eliminate most of 
the problems." 

Compulsory clinics are also defended by Joe LaScola who's 
gotten up from the bench and sat down more times than the 
swallows retiring to Capistrano. 

“Anyone, it appears can become a ref nowadays," said the 
Cherry Hill coach. “And we're getting quantity on the courts 
but not quality and something must be done about It." 

Officiating, according to Inkster High coach, George Thomp- 
son Jr., Is so inconsistent that It has reached the point of

‘‘It’s getlng out of hand,” said Thompson. “And It’s up to 
the state high school athletic association to do something about 
It. We get so many philosophers out there, that it’s getting diffi- 
cult to play basketball.” 

Thompson suggested that a state lottery, where refs would be 
designated by a stale organized commission, would solve some of 
the problems. 

Coach Dave Court Is having problems with “Carpetbaggers” 
from Ohio. 

These guys come In from Ohio to ref games In southern 
Michigan and it's not enough for his players who have to adjust 
to Michigan refs now the teams in that area must put up with 
those from Ohio. 

The inconsistency in officiating basketball games is one that 
Wayne Memorial coach, Doug Myers has had to put up with also. 
He supports a clinic or workshop where these men with the 
whistles can go. 

“In order to maintain and better the caliber of basketball,” 
said Myers, “we must get better officials. 

“Most of the men do their job, but some of them get out 
there and it hurts to see what they can do to your game.” 

Not only do some of the refs lrrate coach Chris Theodore 
at John Glenn, but some of the rules. 

And one of those is the deliberate fouL 

Since it’s up to the ref to determine if a player deliberately 
committed a foul or not, which would entitle the opponent to 
two foul shots, he would prefer an option rule where a team 
could take the ball out of bounds Instead of shooting the fouL 

Theodore didn't want to comment on the brand of officiating 
he was getting at the games - he did, however, mention that 
almost anyone who filled out an application blank and a $5 
check could become a ref. 

What most of these coaches were saying, therefore Is 
something must be done In order to maintain a respect between 
player-coach and officials; that rules, major ones, should not 
be tossed about in committee, that they should be tossed at 
the coaches for a vote; that aclinic, workshop or what ever you 
want to call them, be set up before the season and officials get 
Into shape before the season and not at the expense of the season; 
and that a more rigid control be placed upon applicants for 
officiating in the state. 

For, believe it not, even a guy like myself can become a 
full-pledged ref.

PART I. That Ordinance 9-20-65, known as 
the Zoning Ordinance of the Township of Van 
Buren, shall be and hereby is amended by amend- 
ing the Zoning Map as indicated on the Amended 
Zoning Map, No. 14 attached hereto and made 
a part of this Ordinance.

ROMULUS — Payment of in- 
creased costs for the weekly 
collection of rubbish and gar- 
bage in Romulus Township has 
been approved by Romulus 
Township Board.
